ON  A  GENERAL  AND  P.ARTICULAR  PROVI¬ 
DENCE . NO.  III. 

I  shall  now  proceed  to  a  more  minute  examin¬ 
ation  of  the  popular  notion.  And  here,  I  thiuk, 
it  may  be  truly  slated,  that  a  particular  provi¬ 
dence  is  always  associated  with  the  belief  of  a 
general  providence,  of  which  it  is  considered  a  cor¬ 
rective  to  some  supposed  defects,  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  ol  the  latter;  either  to  supply  some  de¬ 
ficiency,  or  to  soften  down  some  haish  consequen¬ 
ces,  inevitably  succeerling  the  due  influence  of 
laws,  if  suffered  to  take  their  course. 

I  shall  here  call  attention  to  a  case  of  a  differ¬ 
ent  cast,  which  gives  scope  for  reflection  the 
most  seiious,  as  involving  the  future  destiny  of 
millions.  In  the  very  beginning  of  Mahomet's 
wars,  a  stone  from  a  sling,  smote  the  prophet  on 
the  temple,  and  felled  him  to  the  ground,  sense 
less.  A  little  harder,  and  the  Mahometan  reli¬ 
gion  had  must  probably  ceased  to  be,  by  the 
death  of.the  commissioned  leader.  The  followers 
and'believers  in  the  divine  mission  of  Mahomet, 
consider  his  escape  a  signal  one,  and  the  result 
ai  ia  actual  interpoeition.  While  a  disbeliever, 
on  the  contrary,  scarce  fails  to  express  his  regret, 
and  astonishment  that  the  aim  of  the  assailant 
had  not  been  nerved  by  some  peculiar  vigor,  and 
aiiditional  energy — an  atiaiiiment  even  worthy  of 
the  divine  interference — thus  killing  at  once  the 
impostor,  and  crushing  the  superstition  which 
has  so  long  entliialled  multiiiides.  But  to  the 
calm  observer,  and  inquirer,  there  is  nothing 
more  to  be  seen  than  the  usual  operation  of  gen¬ 
eral  laws,  leaving  in  fact,  the  cause  in  question 
■naltered. 

The  hair  breadth  escapes  daily  and  hourly  at¬ 
tributed  to  such  interposition,  are  too  numerous 
to  admit  of  the  appellation  of  particular  interfer¬ 
ences  ;  while  the  multiplied  cases  where  evil  has 
prevailed,  and  taken  its  course  undisturbed,  would 
prove  the  absence  of  a  particular  providence, 
when  most  wanted  ;  and  if  the  system  has  any 
consistency,  could  never  happen.  Foi  it  is  a  le¬ 
gitimate  conclusion,  that  such  a  power,  capable 
of  being  applied  to  a  purpose  so  benignant  as  to 
provide  special  protection  from  evil,  if  exertecLat 
all,  should  be  uniformly  and  constantly  exerted. 
That  such  is  not  the  case,  however,  every  day’s 
experience  testifies ;  since  multitudes  are  con¬ 
stantly  suffering  direful,  and  often  incurable  evils, 
each  of  which  doubtless  might  have  been  pre¬ 
vented — or  if  not  so — instantaneously  removed. 
Contemplating  the  amount  of  iinremedied  evil 
npon  the  basis  of  the  popular  creed,  it  may  with 
propriety  be  urged,  that  an  independen.  evil  prin¬ 
ciple,  prohibited  the  benignant  operations  of  the 
exertions  of  the  f^ood  principle  on  numerous  oc¬ 
casions.  Or  it  might  with  see.ming  propriety  be 
inferred  by  eveiy  individual  siifferei,  that  we  are 
under  the  care  of  a  partial  and  capricious  provi¬ 
dence,  if  not  of  an  inefficient  one  also. 

Moreover,  it  is  a  rational  enneJuMon,  if  tho 
popular  doctrine  of  a  particular  providence  is 
true — viz.,  a  violation  of  established  order,  or  a 
correction  of  supposed  defects — that  no  crimes 
of  magnitude  could  evei  take  place  at  ail;  for  if 
that  power  which  is  capable  of  such  benevolent 
ohould  cease  its  exertions,  it  would  be  ca-i 
pricious.  Thus  no  murder  could  ever  be  com¬ 
mitted,  especially  on  unoffending  and  innocent 
individuals,  infants  or  children,  in  whose  behalf 
wc  ought  to  expect  constant  interposiliont  that, 
if  the  uplifted  arm  of  the  assassin  became  not  in- 
cOntlj  withered,  at  least,  that  the  poniard  would 


strike  its  victim  with  nerveless  ent-rgy,  nr  blunt¬ 
ed  poini.  The  supporters  of  that  system  have 
insurmountable  obstacles  to  encounter  in  its  sup¬ 
port.  For  instance ;  a  planter  in  the  West  In¬ 
dian  islands  has  a  small qiart  of  his  planlaiinii  in¬ 
jured  by  a  hurricane;  his  neighbor,  his  whole  es¬ 
tate,  aud  is  ruined  ;  the  former  consoles  himself: 
with  the  idea  of  S|>ecial  protection  ;  but  had  that 
been,  he  had  suffered  no  losc-at  all ;  and  the  lat¬ 
ter  might  regret  that  the  succor  so  near  at  hand, 
had  not  been  extended  to  him  also.  How  often 
j  docs  unexpected  and  signal  success  terminate  iu 
'ruin  to  thousands?  Who  cun  read  the  life  of 
!  the  cruel  Cortes,  the  conqueror  of  Mexico,  iHi- 
j  principled  and  treacherous ;  and  admit  his  many 
hair-breadth  escapes  to  be  interjiosilioiis;  does 
it  not  lead  to  the  monstrous  conclusion  that  a 
I  particular  providence  is  occ.xsionallt  exerted  i 
{fur  evil  or  malignant  purposes?  And  it  may  be 
I  here  remarked,  that  those  facts,  and  numerpus 
I  others  which  may  I  e  adduced  in  favor  »f  a  partic- 
j  ular  providence,  do  not  in  the  least  militate  against 
la  general  one,  guided  by  unalterable  laws,  stead¬ 
ily  and  uniformly  acting. 

If  the  term  particular'in^y  with  propriety  be  at 
all  used,  it  can  have  no  reference  to  individuals, 

I  but  to  the  divine  interference  with  the  established 
I  plan,  which  would  be  of  rare  occurrence,  and  in 
I  fact  is  found  to  be  so.  And  here  again,  a  univer¬ 
sal  rule  to  judge  whether  an  event  is  a  particu¬ 
lar  interposition,  or  not,  occurs.  That  in  no  case 
I  it  can  have  relation  to  individual  advantage  alone. 
without  an  ulterior  benefit  of  primary  importance 
in  reserve,  eminently  productive  of  the  public 
good. 

That  in  the  earlier  ages  such  a  monstrous  doc¬ 
trine  should  be  entertained,  is  not  surprising  ; 
but  at  this  era,  when  the  uniformity  of  the  sys- 
teiM  of  the  universe  is  acknowledged,  it  should 
be  vindicated  from  a  vast  majority  of  the  pulpits, 
and  by  so  many  of  those  who  pretend  to  have  felt 
the  power  ol  religion,  is  astonishing.  When  par¬ 
ticular  providences  do  occur,  they  are  introduced 
solely  on  their  own  account,  nearing  us  as  it  were 
in  oiir  approach  to,  and  inspiring  us  with  greater 
confidence  in,  our  almighty  Creatosr  and  Pre¬ 
server— they  show  us  that  all  coinrnunicaiUMis 
with  him  are  not  cut  off,  that  we  may  both  fear 
and  love  him,  and  rejoice  that  we  are  under  such 
laws,  the  stability  of  which  is  our  security,  and  a 
knowledge  of  them  is  our  happiness. 

To  return  after  so  loog  a  digression. to  live  la¬ 
mented  catasiinphies  first  mentioned,  the  burning 
of  the  Erie,  and  the  explosion  of  gunpowder  at 
Syracuse. 

The  fire  was  occasioned  by  the  inflammatory 
properties  of  turpentine,  which,  if  it  did  not  pos- 
sees  such  properties,  would  be  useless  for  many 
purposes  of  life,  and  art;  those  properties  were 
roused  into  activity  by  exposure  to  the  heal  of 
of  the  steam  boiler,  which  would  occur  again 
under  the  same  circumstances,  ad  infinitum.  The 
steamer  was  mostly  built  of  vegetable  substances, 
which  are  known  to  be  combustible,  and  without 
j  which  valuable  property,  they  would  not  warm 
us  in  the  rigor  of  winter,  cook  our  food,  or.  bring 
into  activity  the  amazing  power  of  steam  previ¬ 
ously  possessed  by  water;  and  these  numberless 
privations  would  ensue  without  any  remedy.— 
l^hns  the  acciilent  happened  in  harmonious  re¬ 
lation  to  natural  laws  ofihe  most  beneficent  ten¬ 
dency,  The  blending  of  carbon,  and  sulphur,  is 
well  known  to  prodnaa  a  substance  which  by  ig¬ 
nition,  alnrays,  and  constantly  genaratea  a  gas  of 
most  expansive  properties,  wbieh  aan  he  directed 
to  lueful  puipoeee,  hat  eee  eolbereetaMaed  frone 


I  its  legitimate  action.  By  the  burning  of  the 
'  building  where  it  was  deposited,  it  di<l  ignite,  and 
I  all  wi'hin  its  sphere  of  action  were  consequently 
killed  or  injuried. 

i  These  events  happened  in  strict  conformity 
with  laws  established  from  the  creation,  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  the  piesent  day;  their  foice  being  un- 
dimrnished,  and  their  effects  being  iiiiiforin.  which 
fads  are  well  known,  a'nd  the  deplorable  bereave¬ 
ments  to  families  and  indivkiuals  consequent 
thereon,  arose  solely  from  a  vioUiiun  of  known 
laws.  Those  who  suffered  conld  nut  with  jue- 
iicc  call  it  a  dispensation  of  divine  providence, 
wliich  implies  an  idea  of  the  event  happening  by 
his  concurrence,  or  sufferance  :  neither  does  the 
escafie  of  any,  unhurt  or  slightly  iojuied,  imply 
a  particular  inlerposiiion  of  Deity,  to  control,  at 
ihal  moment,  the  elfcets  of  his  natural  laws  for 
individual  benefit. 

But  it  is  with  much  feeling  and  sincerity  of 
heart  inquired.  Is  there  then  no  divine  provi¬ 
dence  in  the  affairs  of  men  1  Fora  God  without 
a  providence  is  a  solitary  Being  who  lives  alone 
in  the  world,  always  retired  within  himself,  who 
never  looks  abroad,  or  in  any  way  intermeddles 
I  with  any  thing  without;  and  what  have  we  to  do 
with  a  Being  who  has  nothing  to  do  with  us,  or 
our  affairs  ;  but  lives  apart  without  iutercourse, 
or  correspondence  with  bis  croaiures. 

Without  making  the  subject  loo  theological, 
we  may  observe:  that  those  who  moan  the  lots 
of  dear  friends,  may  justly  see  the  Anger  of  Deity, 

I  and  submit  to  the  operation  of  laws  which  are  di¬ 
vine,  as  emanating  from  boundless  wisdom  and 
i  goodness— laws  which  are  made  for  the  comfort 
and  pioioclioii  of  bis  creatures,  as  surely  as  a  vi¬ 
olation  of  them  is  attended  with  inevitable  conse¬ 
quences.  Those  who  escaped,  escaped  through 
the  aid  of  those  laws  of  nainre,  under  whose  in¬ 
fluence  we  all  have  the  happiness  to  exist.  .And 
those  parents  or  relatives  whose  children  or 
friends  escaped  the  Imminent  peril,  may  justly  give 
thanks  that  the  general-laws  of  a  wise  providence 
were  their  proteelioo;  and  thus  those  general 
laws,  became  partieuKarly  extended  to  them,  and 
thus  it  is  the  particular  application  of  a  general > 
principle. 

To  conclude — if  the  Deityfgoverus  sublunary. 

I  affairs  by  a  general  providence,  in  harmony  willt 
established  laws,  which  are  uniform  and  constant, 
those  laus  are  his providenees.  and  ail  the  blessings 
we  receive,  or  the  happiness  we  enjoy,  are  as 
much  his  gifts,  as  if  those  laws  weie  someiiines 
siispeiided  in  onr  behalf.  The  exact  adaptation 
of  those  laws  to  our  wants  sad  infirmities,  are  ie- 
contssluble  proofs  of  a  previous  arsangement  of 
circumstances  to  meet  those  wants,  and  the  un- 
I  deviating  course  they  have  pursued  through  so 
many  ages,  are  so  many  incontcsiible  evidences 
that  the  Deity  hat  not  ceased  to  care  for  his  crea- 
i  lutes — that  be  has  not  hid  himself  behind  his 
;  works,  but  is  the  treat  and  oonfidence  of  all  his 
r.iiioiial  offspring. 

An  infallible  rule  to  judge  by,  whether  effects 
which  are  produced  are  particular  or  general 
providcoces,  may  with  safely  be  laid  down.  They 
must  be  of  sueh  a  nature,  as,  in  oo  sense  of  the 
word,  could  have  happened  by  the  ordinary  courso 
of  nature;  but  only  by  miraculous  agency.  To 
one  act  of  a  particnlar  providence,  I  with  much 
pleasure  refer  as  an  event  of  a  most  unequivocal 
nature;  I  mean  divine  rsvelation,  and  iwuie  espe¬ 
cially,  TU  CBRirriAM  UBFBIJSTIOB.  NkHO.
